Hon. T. S. H 
e n d e r s o n , who is 
I candidate for congress from the 
teventh district, in his opening 
speech says of the Brazos river. 
“ If the Brazos river had been in 
my other state in the Union it is 
my firm conviction that it would 
long ago have been opened for 
navigation from its mouth as tar 
up as Waco, if not further. 
Our 
people are themselves at fault, 
We are so far away from the seat 
of government that it is difficult 
to make our wants known and 
present our claims properly to the 
attention of congress. The Brazos 
is a noble stream and in the pio­ 
neer days of Texas, before we had 
railroads, 
it 
was 
the greatest 
highway of commerce in the state. 
River navigation was abandoned 
because of the greater speed and 
convenience of railway transpor­ 
tation and the difficulty of getting 
g o v e rn m e n t aid to keep the chan­ 
nel of the river open. 
Texas is 
stronger politically than she was 
in the old days and progress in 
engineering has so simplified the 
construction and reduced the cost 
of making rivers into canals that 
such navigation has revived all 


o v e r the world. 
I n Germany the 
electric trolley system has been 
aDplied to river navagation, the 
power to generate the electricity 
is supplied by the dams and corn 
morse rides on 
the lightnings

The successful navigation 
of the Brazos is not now even a 
problem in navigation in the opin 
ion of competent engineers, and 
yet no serious and determined 
effort has ever been made 
to in 
duce congress to take the matter 
in hand.

1 vention, which met at Brenham, 
in October, has my heartiest and 
most unqualified support.

Tilley, is now in the harbor of Pogo 
Pago. where a coaling station is being 
established, and he will probably be the 
first governor of Tutuila and the adja* j 
cent islands transferred to this govern J 
meat 
As the natives are well disposed, no 
trouble is expected in the extension of 
the American government to their i«- 
sland. It is said that Herr Von Hollebeu 
has taken advantage of his calls at the 
state department to ask respecting the 
correctness of the roport that negotia­ 
tions were on foot for the acquisition of 
the Danish West Indies by the United 
States. 
As has been stated, nothing 
official has passed between tho United 
States and Denmark on this subject, and 
the German ambassador so understands. 
Germany’s interest in the m atter lies. it 
is stated, in the fact that she is endeav­ 
oring to purchase territory from Den­ 
mark. 
At present Germany has not a foot of 
territory in the American hemisphere, 
and the islands of the West Indies, now 
belonging to Denmark, would make a 
site for an admirable coaling station for 
her navy. 
Rather than see the Berlin 
government 
acquire the islands the 
United States would probably prefer to 
purchase them, and in any event serious 
objection would undoubtedly be made 
to the transfer of the territory to Ger­ 
many.

New York. Dec. 13 — Major General 
Edward Ferrero is dead at his home in 
this city, aged 68 years. 
He was born 
in Spain of Italian parents. 
His father 
was a famous dancing master, and he 
himself became a teacher of dancing. In 
1861 he raised the Fifty-first New York 
regiment, called the “Shepard rifles,’ of 
which lie was made colonel. 
Ile led a 
brigade in Burnside’s 
expedition 
to 
Roanoke island, where his regiment 
took the first fortified redoubt captured 
in the war. 
He also commanded a brigade at|New- 
ber, under General Rono, and in 1862 
served in Pope’s Virginia campaign He 
was in the ’battles of South Mountain 
and Antietam and for his bravery in the 
latter was commissioned brigadier gen­ 
eral of volunteers Sept. 19, 1862. 
He 
served at Fredericksburg and Vicksburg 
and commanded a division at the seige 
of Knoxville. 
He afterward 
marched the Ninth 
army corps over the mountains without 
roads and by compass only to Cincin­ 
nati. 
He was in command of the de­ 
fense of Fort Sanders against the des­ 
perate onslaught of Longstreet. 
His 
final campaign, including the siege of 
Petersburg, he commanded the colored 
division of the Ninth army corps and on 
Dec 2, 1864, he was breveted major 
general for “bravery and meritorious 
services. ” 
General Ferrero’s death recalls one of 
the great scandals of the civil war. Al 
Petersburg, when a mine was blown up, 
which engulfed seven companies of the 
Confederates and four cannons, the col­ 
ored troops and a brigade of whiten 
were to charge 
But half the men laid 
down their arms and refused to charge 
The other brigade—350(1 strong — ad­ 
vanced until met by a squad of 300 Con 
federates at the cavity left by the ex 
ploded mine. 
By the investigation which was sub 
sequently made by the court of inquiry 
of which Major General W S. Hancock 
was president, the failure of the assault 
after the mine exploded was ascribed in 
part to Brigade General Ferrero, “for 
want of readiness for the assault, in not 
going with his troops, but remaining in 
a bomb proof.”
